water,’’ were cardinal causes of the 
taking back of the\ vessels. 

Mr. Lasker charged that the line was 
“ insolvent *’, and that It .yever had had 
any money, ‘adding thatthe seizure of 
the: ships was “Justified of bécause ‘Wwe felt 
we were not justified in’ permitting in- 
nocent crediters_to be further’ duped.” 
He. also alleged that the Mail Company 
collected passage dhd fretght money and 
then diverted the’cash to other purposes.

Grain from 
Duluth pays 41 cents to get to Liver- 
pool, and grain from Argentina pays 
35 /cen The advantage of Argen- 
tina lies in the fact that thé inland or 
rail. haul is much.less than a quarter 
8t the American. ‘Now our farmers 
get a reduction of the railway rate 
exceeding the advantage of their Ar- 
gentine competitor. The farmers also 
get service.'.
